Construction underway at redevelopment project 


Legion Installation 
had some firsts 


Re-Development Authority project 
started Monday morning. 

Construction started on a 30,000 
square foot building for Altron, 
Ind. The building will be a new 
home for the present part of the 
firm located on Industrial Way. 
Akron is a manufacturer of 
printed circuit boards and wire 
wrap panels. 

Altron, which at present 
employs about 100 persons, hopes 
to move into its new home next 
March. At that time it expects to 
double the number of employees, 
and another division of the same 
firm, ‘which is, now located in 
Billerica, will move into the In- 
dustrial Way building of Altron. 

The president of Altron is 
Samuel Altschuler, and Burton 
Doo, formerly of Wilmington, now 
of Cambridge, is vice president. 
Mr. Doo told the Town Crier that 
they are trying to same all the 
trees possible on the six acres 
which Altron is buying. 
Employees, last Friday, went 
down to the project marked all the 
trees which it is desired to save. 

The new Altron building will be 
on the right side of Jewel Drive, 
with its back toward Main Street. 

Altron is the first firm. to 
purchase from the Jewél Manufac- 
turing Company, which is taking 
over the land from the Wilmington 
Re-Development. . 

Jewel, which used to be on 
Woburn Street and is now in 
Tewksbury. It is buying the entire 
40 acres of the Wilmington Re- 
Development. Heading Jewell is 
William Meyer of 12 Wilton Drive, 
and with Mr. Meyer is Bob 
Bertwell of Lowell Street. Mr. 
Meyer, who is blind, gained 
national prominence in 1967, when 
he was named the national Blind 
Father of the Year. 

The forty acres of land in the 
Wilmington Re-Development pro- 
ject was for many years a 
wasteland, with one home and 
many useless houselots dating 
back to the days of the Woburn 
City Land Development, just after 
the Spanish American War, which 
houselots were laid out 35 feet 
wide and 70 feet long. The 
houselots became a jumgle, in 
ownership, over the years, and 
half a dozen years ago it seemed 
that only a couple of the houselots 
were paying taxes to the town.

Total taxes being paid amounted to 
only a lot little over $500 a year, 
for the entire 40 acres. 

The Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce, Stanley Webber 
secretary, half a dozen years ago 
proposed that the town form a Re- 
Development Authority, to take 
over the land and make it into a 
modern industrial area. 

The Authority was authorized by 
the Town Meeting, and for years it 
has been at work, acquiring the 
land, meeting two or more times a 
month, complying with the legal 
complexities and keeping the 
Board of Selectmen fully advised 
of each step and the total progress. 

Raymond McNamara, who is a 
member of the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce, has been a 
member of the Authority since it 
was formed, and is the chairman. 
Other current members are 
William F. Butt, Carl Backman 
Jr., Sidney Kaiser and Currie N. 
Johnson, better known as Nikki 
Johnson. 

Wilmington Re-Development 
will be paying the treasurer of the 
Town of Wilmington, shortly, with 
a check of about $98,000. It will be 
the first payment to the town, in 
cash, for the project {voted five 
years ago. 5

The Legion Clubhouse once 
hada railroad 


After having been down for a 
repaint job for two years, the 
American Legion sign has again 
been posted over the building on 
Middlesex Avenue in Wilmington. 
It was put up last Friday by Past 
Commander Ken Maynard and 
some of the Scouts from Troop 136. 

The old building has been spruc- 
ed up. There are new interior 
walls. Some of the former’ Win- 
dows have disappeared. Thieves 
who seek to break into the building 
will find it more difficult 

The building is probably over 125 
years old. A man named Adams 
was making wooden pumps there 
in 1850, wooden pumps, square, 
with a long handle. 

His name was probably Cyrus 

In 1848 Susan Maria Morrill, the 
great granddaughter of the Rev. 
Isaac Morrill married a man nam- 
ed Cyrus Adams. Subsequently 
there were two children, Milton 
and Jasper. 

It cannot be stated with certain- 
ty that Cyrus Adams made the 
Adams pumps, but a map of 1854 
shows that S. Adams owned the 
building, and this could have been 
Susan Adams. The old Morrill 
home was only a couple of hundred 


* yards down Middlesex Avenue. 


Deacon Cadwallader Morrill, her 
father, could have given the land 
as a wedding gift, or could have 
sold it. 

Anyway, a man named Adams 
built pumps there in 1850, and the 
name Adams Street _ probably 
derives from that. And the first 
name of Mr. Adams was probably 
Cyrus. 

The building seems to have been 
two stories, right from the begin- 
ning. It is possible that Mr. and 
Mrs. Adams made their home 
there, too. 

Mr. Adams was making pumps 
there for about 20 years, and 
perhaps a little longer, but even- 
tually he was put out of business by 
the same thing that put other pump 
factories out of business - the in- 
vention of the cast iron pump with 
one plunger. That was about 
1 


Where Mr. and Mrs. Adams 
went, after that, is not in the 
records. They completely dis- 
appeared, and perhaps, like 
others, they went west. But a few 
things are recorded, during their 
sojourn in Wilmington. 

Wilmington of course is an old 
Yankee town, and the town 
meetings were traditionally held 
in the Meeting House, which was 
also, of course, the church. 

About 1861 or 62 A Select School 
was started in Wilmington. This 
was another name for a High 
School. The classes were in the 
church basement, where ordinari- 
ly the town meetings were held. 

Because of this, or because of 
other reasons, the town meetings 
were held elsewhere than the 
Meeting House. On some oc- 


casions, at least, it was in the 
Adams Pump Factory building. 

Some few years ago this paper 
told the story of Company D, 5ist 
Volunteers, in the Civil War. Cor- 
poral Levi Swain of that company 
had been the Constable of 
Wilmington, and one town meeting 
he ‘called’ was held in the Pump 
Factory. 

And in 1864, after the Meeting 
House was burned, the Town 
Meetings of course had to be held 
elsewhere. 

Across the street from the 
Meeting House was the church 
which had been a Freewil] Baptist 
Church. It was available, but the 
town had not bought it, as yet. 
Later it was bought, and it is now 
the Town Hall. 

But probably all the Town 
Meetings of that year were in the 
Adams Pump Factory. The 
building seemed to have the 
necessary room. 

Another story, a little later, is of 
George Westinghouse, the railroad 
conductor who invented the 
Westinghouse Air Brakes. it com- 
es, partly.at least, as a traditionaly 
story, one that can be neither 
proven nor disproven. 

The railroads in the United 
States were expanding, during and 
after the Civil War, and one of the 
great problems of the day was to 
find a method of stopping trains 
promptly, when needed. *All trains 
had to depend on brakemen who 
turned on the brakes by hand, and 
then went onto the next car, where 
the process was repreated. 

Mr. Adams was interested. He 
built an inclined railway, in his 
factory, from the second floor to 
the first, and down that inclined 
railway, using, the force of gravity 
as power, he experimented with 
various methods of turning on the 
brakes of railroad cars. 
Presumably he was using methods 
that would be available to the 
engineer who was in the 
locomotive cab.

Old Wilmington legend says that 
one of the visitors to the ex. 
periments of Mr. Adams was the 
railroad conductor George 
Westinghouse. Did George 
Westinghouse learn anything about 
air brakes on that visit? 

There seems to be no record of 
when the Adams Pump Factory 
closed, and of when the Adams 
family left Wilmington. Cast iron 
pumps were being manufactured 
about 100 years ago. Perhaps that 
was the local factory closed down. 

Sometime about the time of the 
Spanish American War, or maybe 
a few years one way or the other 
the old factory became a four 
apartment dwelling. All four 
apartments had two floors, and all 
four faced on Adams Street. One 
family who lived in that building 
was Mr. and Mrs. Carl Cady, 
shortly after they were married, in 
the early 1900's. 

The next of which the writer can 
tell was of the Catholic Club. That 
was, as may be guessed, a part of 
the people of St. Thomas Church, 
and it was a lively organization. It 
was about 50 years ago, and the 
club was always having a play, or 
a minstrel show or something. 

Between the time of being an 
apartment house and a Catholic 
Club there seems to be no record. 
It was, the writer remembers, a 
forlorn looking building, with one 
apple tree in what could now be 
called the front yard. That was a 
crab apple tree, probably wonder- 
ful for making jelly, but very poor 
eating. 

It was after the Catnolic Club 
lost interest in the old building that 
the American Legion bought it. 
Post 136 had been meeting in the 
Town Hall, and that was no place 
for even a selectman, in those 
days. ‘ F 

When the membership saw the 
opportunity they moved quickly. 
That was about 1930, and it has 
been the headquarters of the 
American Legion in Wilmington 
ever since.

Rumbles into endzone for key 


Pre-schoolers have 
YMCA programs too 


Pre-school gymnastics will be 
held once a week for 10 weeks, 
with a class on Monday mornings 
and a class Wednesday afternoons. 

Approximately one-third of all 
first grade children are not 
prepared for school. They have 
great difficulty in learning to read 
and write. This all to common 
learning difficulty may occur 
because the children have not yet 
mastered the other skills 
necessary for success in first 
grade 

YMCA pre-school gym programs 
can provide the pre-school ex- 
perience to assure a happy transi- 
tion to grade school. When the en- 
vironment is appropriately plann- 
ed. improvement in skill develop- 
ment can be made by three-to-five- 
vear-old children through repeated 
performance 

Skills that pre-school gym 
develops are: motor skills - run- 
ning. jumping. creeping, throwing 
etc. for balance, control, muscular 
strength. and eye-hand coordina- 
tion: visual perception - dis- 
criminating amoug various 
shapes. visual memory - recalling 
symbols. colors, numbers of ob- 
jects: auditory discrimination - 
selecting and identifying certain 
stimulus from a complex 
background by ignoring all other 
stimuli: concentrating and paying 
attention 


The primary objective of the 
program is the personal safety of 
the child. He will be taught skills 
which he can use if he inadvertant- 
ly finds himself in a. dangerous 
situation, such as falling into a 
pool or off a dock. 


Another objective is the develop- 
ment of physical skills in the 
children which can be carried over 
into recreational activities 
throughout their lives. 


Mrs. Margery Williams, pre- 
school director. explains, “The 
pool is kept at 82 degrees. and the 
air temperature around 90 
degrees. A flotation device called 
a bubble is strapped around the 
child's waist. so the bubble is on 
his back out of the way of his arms 
and legs. 


The instructor begins by towing 
the child around in shallow water 
and explainifig that the bubble will 
hold him up. Next. the child gets 
his face wet, begins jumping off 
the side of the pool. and learns to 
kick The dog paddle is then learn- 
ed. and soon the child is paddling 
in the pool on his own.”

Dear Parents: 

An important piece Of legislation 
affecting the public schools was 
passed in August, 1971. This law, 
Chapter 622 of the General Laws, 
Acts of 1971, is referred to as “An 
Act to Prohibit Discrimination in 
the Public Schools." The law 
reads as follows: 

No person shall be excluded 
from or discriminated against in 
admission to a public school of any 
town, or in obtaining the advan- 
tages, privileges and courses of 
study of which public school on ac- 
count of race, color, sex, religion 
or national origin. 

This law makes it clear that all 
aspects of ppublicc public school 
education must be fully open and 
available to members’ of both sex- 
es and of minority groups. No 
school may exclude a child from 
any course, activity, service or 
resource available in that public 


school ‘on account of race, color, 
sex, religion or national origin of 
such child. 

+ On June 24, the state Board of 
Education approved regulations 
for Chapter 622. These regulations 
address five areas of school 
policy: school admissions, admis- 
sion to courses of study, guidance, 
course content and extra- 
curricular and athletic activities.

Tewksbury selectmen have 
voted 4 - 1 to insert three more ar- 


ticles into the wi for the Oc- 
tober 20 special meeting ask- 
ing $50,000 more Spent on the 
new high school ; 

Selectmen J J. Whelan, 
Neil Niven Jr., Norman O. 


Boudreau and Frank A. Antonelli 
agreed to the Redmen Football 
organization's request the article 
be inserted, although all were 
skeptical about the bid.

The Eden Country Club is a 
hospitable place, down on Chestnut 
Street in Wi . One of its 

. boupdaries is Mill Brook, which 
descends from the hills of 

Burlington into Wilmington. Along 

that brook is a road, Mill Road, 

and on that road over 300 years ago 

the first settler of Wilmington liv- 

ed. The Town Crier wrote of those 

days extensively, some 17 or 18 

years ago, and of the Garden of 

Eden, which was the name given 

to the area in days of yore. 

Millard Pipes is Maine Yankee. 
He and Ruby Pipes came down 
from the State of Maine about 40 
years ago and bought, for taxes, 
the old Bell Farm, which had been 
in Wilmington for a long time. 
Deacon Joseph Bell was living 
there before the Civil War, and the 
last of the Bell family was still 
alive when Millard arrived in 
town. 

Millard was a dairy farmer. He 
wanted to try his hand in 
Wilmington. There was a nice 
barn, which could hold a hert of 20 
or more cattle. He had, besides 
Mrs. Pipes a couple of hard work- 
ing sons, and every one did his part 
on the Bell Dairy Farm. 

Then, after World War II, things 
changed. Local dairy farms found 
it difficult, to compete with large 
city firms. 

Bobby Pipes;one of the two 
sons, was killed in Korea. That 
was a tragedy for the people of 
Wilmington and it was a tragedy, 

of course for his parents and fami- 


ely. 


It was about that time that 
Millard ,Pipes decided to convert 
the old Bell Farm into a Country 
Club. He started a club that he 
called The Garden of Eden, after 
the stories that had appeared in 
the Town Crier. 

Millard had observed other coun- 
try clubs start, and had noted that 
there were always about three 
bankruptcies, before the club real- 
ly got onto a firm financial stan- 
ding. That, he said, was not going 
to happen to the Garden of Eden 
Country Club. 

Millard took the cautious 
Yankee stance, in his approach to 
Starting a country club. He 
wanted no mortgages. He wanted 
no big debts, beyond his control. 
He was going to sell stock, and 
raise the money among the 
members, and he was going todoa 
lot of the work, using his tractor

and other machinery. 

He planned a nine hole golf 
course, with a clubhouse, on the 
westerly side of Chestnut Street, 
all on the Bell Farm. On the 
easterly side - later - there could 
be another nine holes. 

The small brook which was in 
the middle of the old farm on the 
westerly side was graded and con- 
verted nicély into a water hazard, 
as a part of the dbstacles for the 
nine holes. 

Being a Maine Yankee Millard 
did not, wnen he incorporated the 
Garden ot Eden Country Club, in- 
clude the tand where the seventh 
and eighth holes and fairways 
were planned. Those two holes 
remained his property. They were 
to be his Ace, if. financial dif- 
ficulties were to come in future 
days. 

But. in spite of his frugal husban- 
dry, there came a day when there 
were too many creditors for the 
assets on hand. Millard lost con- 
trol of his country club and moved 
to Florida. 

He still had the two holes. 

The new owners, who were in 
great part the investors of the 
previous club, took over. They too, 
have worked hard. They have built 
a nice clubhouse, to go with the 
golf course. 

The Wilmington League of 
Women Voters used that 
clubhouse, last week, for the in- 
stallation of their new officers. 
And the ladies were, they report, 
properly impressed.
